Enoch Brown, Wife-Murderer, Hanged 
at Halifax, N. C. 

RALEIGH, N. C., May 2.—[Special.]—At 6:30 
this morning Enoch Brown, a negro wifemur 
derer, was taken from the jail to the gallows at 
The at- 
tendance was large, four-fifths being colored, 
of whom a fourth were women. Brown was 
somewhat nervous as he ascended the scaffold. 
At a quarter to 7 he began a rambling ha- 
ranhgue, in the course of which he asserted that 
he killed his wife in self-defense. At 7:18 
the black cap was put on, the drop fell, and in 
six minutes the Coroner pronounced life ex- 
tinct, though the neck was not broken by the 
fall of five feet. The body was unclaimed by 
friends, and was buried by the county. Brown's 
case was a notable one as being the only one in 
which a man condemned to death was thrice 
reprieved by the Governor of the State. The 
only reason for the reprieves was assertions 
that the prisoner could prove his inmocence of 
the crime. :

THE DEBATE IN DETAIL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—The morning 
hour was dispensed with, and the House went 
into Committee of the Whole, with Mr. Cox, of 
New York, in the chair, on the Tariff bill. 

Mr. Nutting opposed the bill and deprecated 
the agitation of the question for purely politi- 
cal purposes. 

Mr. Deuster gave notice of an amendment 
that he proposed to offer providing that on and 
after July 1, 1884, no duty shall be levied or 
collected on any kind of raw material which 
may in any manner be consumed by the people 
or by the factories in the United States. He 
depicted the advantages which would follow the 
placing of raw material on the free list, espe- 
cially to the commerce of the country with 
Mexico, Sauth America, and Central America, 
and advocated the abolition of the duty on 
wool asa measure of benefit both to manu- 
facturers and farmers. 

Mr. Belmont favored the bill. 

Mr. McMillin denounced the present tariff 
as a monstrous piece of injustice, inequality, 
and false ‘pretense. It had destroyed com- 
merce, cut down the sales of the American 
manufacturer, and depleted the revenues of 
American agriculture. Let him who voted 
against this bill remember that he voted to in- 
dorse and perpetuate an increase of duties on 
the necessaries of life. In conclusion, he 
pictured the dangers of an overflowing Treas- 
ury, which led thieves to devise every means 
from larceny to legislative robbery to get 
their hands into the public money. 

Mr. Cox, of North Carolina, regretted the 
tone of the speech made yesterday by Mr. 
Eaton, who in order to secure the applause of 
the Republican side and to draw odium on the 
measure which his party was advocating had 
appealed to sectional prejudice.

Until-a few years ago Germany bad just 
such a system as we had today, but had aban- 
doned it, and the interest in and activity of 
shipbufiding in that country were greatly 
stimulated. | 

Mr. Frye said Germany had tried the plan 
of buying ships in other countries, but had be- 
come disgusted with it, and the Government 
had gone into the business of shipbuilding. 
France had also tried to purchase ships abroad 
and gave itup, and now pays a bounty tor 
every ship built and every mile sailed. 1 

Mr. Vest said a German subject could buy 
his ships whereyer he pleased; the mechanics 
of the country were employed on the repairs 
of ships; no matter where bought, and thus 
the shipyards of Germany were built up.

WHITE SLAVES. 

SAD EXPERIENCES OF HUNGARIAN IMMIGRANTS. 

New Tonk, May 2.—(Special.]/—Ten Hun- 
garian immigrants arrived here today from 
Cienfuegos. They had been induced, it is said, 
by false representations to sign contracts 
which they did not understand, and were taken 
to Cuba, where they were held practically as 
slaves. They were engaged’ here by an em- 
ployment agency, ostensibly to work ona farm 
within one day's sail of New York, and, know- 
ing nothing of the country, they went on board 


a steamer, which proved to be one of the 
Ward Line, and were two or three 
days out before they discovered they 
were being carried to Cuba. Upon 


being landed at Cienfuegos the deceived immi- 
grants were taken inland a number of miles to 
a plantation known as Yago Legueritio Rodas. 
There they were set at work cultivating tobac- 
co and sugar. They were subjected to great 
indignities and severely punished: After 
awhile the American Consul at Cienfueros in- 
vestigated the case andthe men were set at 
liberty. Several of the Immigration Commis- 
sioners visited the Garden today, and were 
shown affidavits which had been made by the 
liberated immigrants. They were very indig- 
nant, and directed that the matter should be 
laid before the Mayor with a view to breaking 
the license of the employment agency here and 
having the agents further punished. 


TRADE TOPICS. 

THE BUSINESS OF THE COUNTRY—FAILURES. 

New York, May 2.—([Special.]—Special tele- 
grams to Bradstreet’s from leading trading cen- 
tres report about the same condition of general 
trade recorded from week to week for two 
manths past. The movement of merchandise 
is no larger, and there appears to be no reason 
for expecting any improvement in this direc- 
tion in the near future. At a few Western cen- 
tres and in some portions of the South there is 
some animation in the movement of merchan- 
dise, but only by comparison with the almost 
sluggish action elsewhere. The dry goods 
trade here is fairly characteristic of that else- 
where. From jobbers there has been a slight 
gain, but the movemert from first hands is as 
dull as ever. 

There were 151 failures in the United States 
reported to Bradstreet’s during the last week, 
as compared with 164 in the preceding week, 
and with 132, 96, and 104 respectively in the 
corresponding weeks of 1883, 1882, and 1881. 
About 80 per cent were those of small traders 
whose capital was less than $5,000. Canada 
had twenty-one—an increase of four. 

REPORT OF THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

The twenty-sixth annual report of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, just completed, shows that 
the trade of New York during 1883 was 54% 
per cent of the entire trade of the United 
States. The total New York trade, import and 
export, of merchandise and of the precious 
metals, amounted in 1883 to $841,692,316, against 
$894,430,636 the previous year. The total im- 
ports into the port of New York, including 


specie and bullion, last year amounted 
to $472,859,885, against $499, 928,774 
the year previous. The balance 


ot trade, it is explained, has been in favor of 
the United States without interruption, 
though a declining scale. The gate ex- 
cess of the value of exports over imports of 
merchandise for the six months ending Dec. 31, 
1883, amounts to $1,036,218,930. The chief 
feature of the spring opening in business is de- 
scribed to be the outflow of coin, which, how- 
ever, has not yet reached one-half the product 
of the mines in this country last year. 


THE RAILROADS. 
THE ST. LOUIS POOL CONTRACT. 

New Tonk, May 2.—The new pool contract 
of the St. Louis lines was signed by the repre- 
sentatives of all the roads at Commissioner 
Fink’s office today. The new contract provides 
for the distribution of east-bound business at 
fixed percentages and a regular settlement of 
balances. The percentages and times of settle- 
ment are not yet agreed upon, and these 
matters will be taken up at a future meeting. 
The Peoria and Indianapolis contracts were 
also discussed, and will probably be signed to- 
morrow by all the roads interested, as there is 
is no objection to the general features of the 
contracts, and only one or two minor points yet 
remain to be discussed and settled. 

LEASE OF ROLLING-STOCK BY THE WEST 
SHORE. 

Three agreements were recorded yesterday 
by which the Pullman Palace-Car Company con- 
tracts to lease for ten years a number of pas- 
senger, freight, and other cars to the West 
Shore & Buffalo Railroad Company at an an- 
nual rental of $2,447,624, the cars to be deliv- 
ered about August, 1884, and upon delivery the 
West Shore Company pays 25 percent of the 
entire rent. The remainder will be paid in 
equal monthly installments.

* STARTLING REVELATIONS.

Second Day’s Session of the General 
Conference at Philadelphia — The 
Proceedings. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 2.—The General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
reassembled this morning, Bisbop Foster in the 
chair. ‘The action of the conference yesterday 
placing conditions on the appointment of 
standing committees was reconsidered—yeas, 
191; nays, 141. | . 

After debate a vote was taken on the follow- 
ing section ana lost: ö 

As heretofore, the several delegates shall nom- 
mate their members to the committees, but with 
the following conditions: No delegate to be ap- 
pointed on more than two committees, except as 
hereinafter provided, which two committees shall 
meet alternate days; each delegation shall up- 
point one member to the Committee on Boundaries; 
but, when the delegation consists of but two mem- 
bers (one ministerial and one lay), its member of 
the Committee on Boundaries may also be appoint- 
ed to two other committees, and may be per- 
manently excused from attendance. 

The Rev. Messrs. R. Newton Young and Syl- 
vester Whitehead, of the British Wesleyan Con- 


ference, were introduced to the conference. 

The Rev. Dr. A. J. Kynett, of the Upper Iowa 
Conference, offered the following as a substi- 
tute for the third section: 

The several delegations shall nominate their 
members to the cOmmittees; but when a delega- 
tion consists of less than six members such dele- 
gution may be represented on any committee by 
giving notice the day when the committee is 
formed and the name of the delegate to be enrolied 
as a member. 

The Rev. James R. Mills, of the East Ohio 
Conference, offered a substitute, which was 
adopted, to the effect that each conference be 
entitled to have a member of the Committee 
on Boundaries, and each delegate may nomi- 
nate a member on each committee; provided, 
they may decline to nominate if they 60 
choose. 

A resolution by the Rev. Leroy A. Belt, of 
the Central Ohio Conference, was adopted, re- 
questing Bishops to appoint one of their num- 
ber permanent Chairman of the Committee on 
Boundaries. 

A judiciary committee of thirteen was 
ordered, one from each conference disfrict and 
one at large. : | 

A committee of five was ordered on expenses 
of delegates, and a committee of thirteen on 
the American Bible Society. 

Recess. 

When the conference reassembled Bishop 
Wiley took the chair. 

The Rev. Dr. Henry C. Benson, of the Cali- 
fornia Conference, conducted devotional exer- 
cises. 

At the suggestion of Amos Shinkle, of the 
Kentucky Conference, a resolution was adopt- 
ed providing for a committee of two ministers 


and two laymen from each general conference. 


The Rev. Dr. A. B. Leonard, D. D., of the 
Cincinnati Conference, moved that ajeommittee 
of twenty-four be appointed on %emperance 
and prohibition of the liquor trafiic. 

The Rev. Dr. William H. Olin, of the Wyo- 
ming Conference, moved it be called the Com- 
mittee on Temperance and Constitutional Pro- 
hibition. He expected the conference to say 
as much as they mean. It is the question of 
all questions with which the people have to, do. 
The time has come to stop tinkering and go to 
the root of things. 

The motion of the Rev. Dr. Olin was adopted. 
A resolution was agreed to that the committee 
shall be composed of twelve ministers and 
twelve laymen and one at large. 

The Rev. Dr. A. J. Kynnett, of the Upper 
Iowa Conference,- moved that organization of 
committees be made the order of the day for 
10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

The Rev. Theo. L. Flood, of the Erie Con- 
ference, moved to lay Dr. Kynnett’s motion on 
the table.

THE INSANITY DODGE. 


Another Dissolute Woman Acquitted of 


Murder Because She Was “ Irre- 
sponsible.” 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 2.—(Special.|— 
Emma Bickel, a beautiful woman of 323, who 
shot and killed William J. Menou, was today 
acquitte1 of murder. The trial, which has 
lasted four days, has attracted wide attention. 
No milder looking murderess than the accused 
has been seen in the dock of a criminal court. 
She has a childish face and graceful figure. 
She has invariably been accompanied 
by her mother. At the opening of 
the trial she quailed under the language 
ot the indictment. Her face crims6ned when 
the prosecutor, after dwelling impressively 
upon the duty $f the jury, gave in measured 
terms the Commotwealth’s estimate of the 
character of the accused. He portrayed her 
as a vain, cold-hearted woman, who thought as 
little of ruining men us of going to live with 
one who was not her husband. The Common- 
wealth’s attorney described the killing and 
told how the murderess took a seat in the win- 
dow of a house on North Front street which 
she knew her lover would pass, how’she waited 
twenty minutes for his coming, and then threw 
open the shutters and shot him through the 
beart. It took the prosecution an entire day 
to prove the circumstances of the killing as 
they were told in these dispatches at the time. 

THE DEFENSE. 

The defense was insanity. It was proved 
that Emma Bickel had been wronged by Monou. 
and that afterward he had resorted to a false 
marriage by a bogus parson to induce her to live 
with him. Having deserted her he wrote to ber 
that any woman who was as pretty as you 
ought to be able to make money enough in the 
world.”” She discovered that even her mar- 
riage had been a farce, and it was two or three 
days after that that she shot and killed the 
man. 

In support ot the theory of insanity the de- 
fense showed that the father of the accused 
was a manjac, that twoof his nieces are insane, 
and that one of his brothers cut his throat in a 
private asylum. 


TESTIMONY. | 
Millard Magee, a rejected suitor of the wom- 
an, swore that she was perfectlyjsane and knew 


what she was doing. } 

The sister of the accused said that the 
prisoner loved Menou even after ‘she had 
killed him. At the time of his funeral she 
asked a woman to bring her a flower from the 
grave. A white rose was brought to her cell, 
and the prisoner * prized it above all her pos- 
sessions.“ | 

THE VERDICT. § 

The Judge’s charge was slightlv in favor of 
the prisoner. The jury went out at 6 o'clock 
last night and the first ballot stood eight tor 
acquittal and four for hanging. At9 o'clock 
this morning the jury came to a unanimous 
verdict of not guilty cn the ground of insan- 
ity. The prisoner was richly dressed when 
she was brought into court. She fell prostrate 
on the floor when the verdict was announced, 
The mother of the murdered man swooned at 
her side. The prisoner is as sane as I am, 
and she ought to be hanged,” was the com- 
ment of the Prosecuting Attorney.

The States of New York, New Jersey, and 


Pennsylvania Being Swept by the 
Resistless Flames. 


Standing Timber, Mills, Factories, and Many 
Dwellings Destroyed and Villages Threat- 
ened—Loss of Life. 


New York, May 2,— Forest fires in the 


country round about fill the atmosphere here 
with smoke. 

Middleton. N. T., reports the mountain 
north and west of the Shawangunks and Catskillg 
on fire, A strong wind is blowing. It is pos 
sible to see only a short distance. 
No damage is reported yet, but the 
danger to isolated farm-houses and 
barns is great. Clouds of smoke and ashes fill 
the air. Flames are raging on Stormking 
Mountain, near Cornwall, and the highlands 
west of Haverstraw. The air of Newburg is 
filled with smoke and ashes, and burued leaves 
are floating about. Much damage to standing 
timber is apprehended. 

4 WILKESBARRE, PA. 

A Wilkesbarre, Pa., dispatch says forest fires 
have been raging thereabouts lately, but the first 
serious damage was reported this afternoon, 
Whitehaven and neighboring hilis caught fire, 
and foratime the town was in great danger, 
owing to the strong wind. The Fire Depart- 
ment of Wilkesbarre, with the whole popula- 
tion of the place, subdued it. 

At California, a lumbering town near White- 
haven, a fierce fire started and eleven houses, 
occupied by men in lumbering, were burned, 
Two bridges on the Bear Creek branck 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad were de 
stroyed; also the stables of Albert Lewis & Co., 
lumber contractors. Eleven horses also per- 
ished. In this fire a large quantity of valuable 
timber was destroyed. The total loss is esti- 
mated at $50,000. The fire is now under con- 
trol. 

IN THE BLUE MOUNTAINS. 

Washington, N. J., telegraphs: “An exe 
tensive conflagration is raging in the Blue 
Mountains, twenty-five miles from here. The 
wind carries the smoke in dense clouds over 
this part of Warren County. At 5 this after- 
noon it became completely dark, and 
a smoky pall, almost suffocating, rests 
over the town. The inhabitaris are 
aiarmed, and the Mayor has requested a num- 
ber of the members of the fire compahby to re- 
main on duty during the night. 

VILLAGES THREATENED. 

A large tract of valuable woodland is burn 
ing about three miles from Matawan, N. J., 
threatening a number of residences. Farmers 
are fighting the flames. 


Near Ashland, Pa., extensive fires are rag 


ing, and the Ashiand Fire Department has been 
ordered in readiness for service. at the State 
Miner's Hospital. Workmen are now fighting 
the flames near the building. The loss to tim- 
ber tracts will be large. 

A heavy wind-storm visited Northumberland 
County, Pennsylvania, today, and fanned to in- 

fury the forest-fires. The works of 

Charlies Woods and 5,000 cords of charcoal were 
destroyed. Fires also ignited the culm-Hank 
at the Mine Hill Gap colliery. The mine is in 
danger, and 300 men are thrown out of em- 
ployment.

PROPERTY DESTROYED. 

Emporium, Pa., sends word that forest fires are

nish a warrant of respectable administration 
of the Government. It would be a common 
disgrace to have a man in his second child- 
hood elected President of the United States, 
or one who has a bad record, or one 
who is bound up in monopoly interests, 
or one who has no steadfast principles, or 
one irrevocably committed to the pernicious 
doctrines which led to the War of the Rebell- 
ion, or one who would be a pliable tool in 
the hands of the office-brokers. The Repub- 
licans are confident enough in their own 
strength, and sufficiently attached to the wel- 
fare and good name of the Republic, to hope 
that their opponents will select a candidate 
who can command the respect of the whole 
country. Such a choice will: divest the cam- 
paign of offensive personalities, and, in the 
event of Democratic success, will give the 
people a President whom they will. not be 
ashamed of, even though the Republicans 
cannot indorse the principles he represents. 
It is not for Tue TUN to discriminate 
as between the Democratic candidates, and its 
motives would probably be misconstrued by 
Democratic journals if it should comment 
fayorably on any of them. But to illustrate 
the point we made, we have no objection to 


name a few men whom the Democrats might 


nominate with credit to themselves, Among 
the Southern men the names of Bayard of 
Delaware, Carlisle of Kentucky, and 
Randolph Tucker of Virginia occur to us. 
These are men whom Tue TRIBUNE would

The list might be, extended some- 
what, but we have taken three men from 
each of the two great sections from whom 
the Democrats might select a fit candidate 
without giving offense to National pride. 
Each in his way would stand for old-fash- 
ioned Democratic policy, and would make a 
respectable President. The Republicans 
would feel that with any of these men the 
more desperate and unscrupulous elements in 
the Democratic. party would be repressed, to 
some extent at least, and that tlie party lead- 
er would endeavor to incite his associates and 
followers to some regard for Democratic prin- 
ciples, if that party have any left. 

It is not at all probable, however, that the 
Democratic managers will be governed by the 
motives which would naturally lead to the 
selection of some such man as we have 
named. Their political motives are too self- 
ish for that. They want a candidate who 
can be used primarily and always for spoils 
purposes. Their first aim will be to place at 
the head of the ticket some man who will 
furnish or secure for them 4 huge campaign 
fund. Next to this consideration they will 
seek a man so heavily burdened with years 
that he will not interfere much with their 
machinations, and will select for the Vice- 
Presidency a politician who will act with 
them in case the superannuated candidate for 
President shall not outlive his term. Tilden 
or Payne would best answer their present de- 
mands, with Flower, of New York, for the 
second place. If this project fail they will 
run some politician like Ben Butler if they 
dare to, or else they will take up some color- 
less person who is on both sides of the tariff 
and all other mooted questions, like Hen- 
dricks, of Indiana, and thus straddle the rug- 
ged issues. It is not probable that the Dem- 
ocratic Convention will nominate any man 
who really represents the record of the party 
or its supposed principles. 


INDIAN WHEAT. _ 
Some interesting information about the sup- 
plies of wheat from India to Great Britain Is 


_ given in a recent publication by the Indian 


Government of the results of inquiries it has 
made. The fact that will attract most atten- 
tion in this country at this moment is the 
disclosure that the recent decline in price has 
checked the exports from India. In other 
words, the Hindoo farmer will not any more 
than the American farmer sell at prices thet 
he. regards as too low to give him a fair re- 
muneration for his toil. Wheat stopped 
coming into our Western markets during, the 


depressed prices that ruled a short time ago, 


and the reports of the British Board of Trade 
prove that, similarly, the receipts of wheat 
in India fell off one-fifth during the month of 
March as compared with the receipts of 
March last year. 

The spoliation of India has done much 
to impoverish the ryot, but it has not made 
him so much of a pauper that he will sell his 
wheat for nothing, just for the satisfaction of 
underselling the American. The Indian 
peasant, if he cannot get a price that he 
thinks is a fair one, will, poor as he is, the 


poorest of all the cultivators of the earth, 
dury his wheat in earthen jars and live on 


millet, and rice, and other trash until he finds 
the market more to his taste. Human nature 
is very much the same everywhere, and the 
Indian farmer has much the same shrewd 
confidence that the world must have his 


wheat sooner or later as the agriculturist of 


Dakota. 

Efforts have been made in various countries 
and at various times to ascertain what is 
called the cost of production” of wheat. 
This is repeated in the investigations under 
review, but they have not been more suceess- 
ful than others. ‘The fact is that it is impos- 
sible to find a constant expression for a purely 
imaginary term all of whose components are 
fluctuating. The cost of producing wheat in 
India in the best lands of the north is put at 
about 37 cents a bushel from seeil- 
ing to thrashing. This allows nothing for 
the cost of carriage to market or of storage. 
Considering the varying qualities of land, the 
differences in the cost of carriage, this figure 
cannot be taken to mean very much, but it is 
at least high enough to indicate that after the 
Hindoo wheat has been moved to the seaport 
and carried thence to Liverpool it is not like- 
ly to be sold for nothing. ‘The report puts 
the amount of wheat India can raise at about 
300,000,000 bushels, out of which in good 


years 70,000,000 to 75,000,000 bushels can be 


spared for export. 

These figures do not give the final iruth 
about Indian wheat, for they do not take into 
account the effect that may be produced by 
the extension of the Indian railway system 
into the vast fertile plains of the north, 
where tens of thousands of square miles of 
the best wheat land lie virgin. Any one who 
will recall the revolution that has been pro- 
duted in the markets of the world by the 
penetration of the rich lands of the Great 
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West by fillroads can easliy conceive 
startling results may follow from a similar ex- 
tension of railroads In India. Without any

such conversion of @ wilderness into wheat 


farms the supply of Indian wheat is likely to 
bea matter of decr ge concern year~by 
year, for Sir James estimates that at 
the present rute of incre in population 
India will in two years more eat up all of 
what is now its heut surplus, and will have 
none for export, 


HIGH LICENSE IN NEW YORK. 

High license, as In the Har- 
per bill has now entered upon its first year 
in Illinois, and the results thus far more than 
confirm the predictions which were made in 
its favor when the measure was passed by the 
State Legislature. The strongest claims made 
for it were, that it would tend to diminish the 
evils of intemperance by reducing the num- 
ber of saloons, and that it would quadruple 
the revenue derivable from taxing dramshops, 
and to that extent diminish the burden of taxa- 
tion on the rest of the community. The ex- 
perience thus far shows that it will satisfy 
both these claims even beyond the expecta- 
tions of its most sanguine friends. 

Before the passage of the Harper bill the 
number of saloons in this State, estimated 
upon the basis of the Federal license, which 
is the most accurate test, was about 13,000. 
The number offdramshops that have survived 
the high-license tax is about 8,000, showing 
a reduction of 5,000, or more than one-third. 
This reduction has been accomplished mostly 
outside of Chicago. It has t been 80 
marked In this city, as the law Nas only been 
in operation here three weeks, and there is 
not a uniform rate of tax. The Council has 
done all it could to enable all the saloons to 
continue their business by adopting two rates 
of license and allowing them to make tri- 
yearly payments; and, besides this, many 
saloonkeepers are anxious to keep 
their shops running a few months longer 
for the sake of the increased business 
which they fancy will grow out of the meet- 
Ing of the National Conventions here and 
the immense influx of strangers resulting 
therefrom. But it is estimated in the face 
of these lenities and motives that there 
has been a decrease of at least 650 saloons in 
this city. In some portions of the State 
there has been a decrease of a third, in others 
a half, and in towns where the authorities 
have adopted $1,000 license or higher the 
dramshop extinguishment reaches two-thirds. 
In no place has it failed to diminish the 
number of saloons which existed before the 
passage of the law. 

Before the adoption of the Harper law the 
revenue from the 13,000 saloons was about 
$1,000,000, At that time the general license 
throughout the State was $52, but in many 
places there was a modified sort of high 
license even before the Harper law, so that 
the revenue does not represent that number of 
saloons taxed at $52 all round. As compared 
with the old receipts the revenue hereafter will 
amount to about $4,000,000, as the average 
tax will be a uniform $500, the number of 
places running under the beer or $150 license 
being more than offset by those which have 
to pay licenses exceeding $500, some of them 
as high as $1,000. The general rule, how- 
ever, all over the State, is a uniform $500 
tax, 
therefore, high license has relieved the burden 
of local taxation in this State. It hig re- 
duced the expenses of taxpayers by $4, = 
000. It has cut down the number of dram- 
shops by 5,000, There are that many fewer 
centres of impoverishment and crime. There 
are that many fewer places eating up the 
wages of workingmen. There are 5,000 
more chances for workingmen to save their 
money and 5,000 fewer chances that families 
will suffer. | 

The $4,000,000 actual increase of revenue 
in money represents only a portion of the

| the crime, the pauperism, the insanity, and 


the disorder which would have resulted from 
5,000 saloons no longer in existence, while 
the 8,000 saloons which still remain musi 
help pay their share of the trouble they cre- 
ate, towards which under the cheap $52 
license they substantially paid nothing. 

This much it has done in the State, but its 
influence has not been confined to Illinois. 
It has educated public sentiment and di- 
rected public attention towards high taxation 
as the best practical means of lessening the 
evils of liqnor-drinking. It is the first time 
that a high-license law has had a test. under 
circumstances likely to be observed by the 
country at large. It had its first trial in Ne- 
braska, but that State is too far away and too 
sparsely settled, and the surroundings were 
not such as to interest the general public in 
the workings of the law. Now that it has 
had a trial in one of the largest States -and 
in one of the three or four largest cities of 
the country, it begins to command attention 
all over the country, and has already infiu- 
enced public sentiment and inspired favor- 
able legislation. It has cémmended itself to 
the moral sentiment of the community, under 
the interpretation of the highest courts, 
as a tax and not a permit, and as the 
only safeguard, since when it- is withdrawn 
under the common law the right to sell 
liquoris unquestioned. It has commended 
itself to all classes, except fanatics, since by 
the original act of the State every com- 
munity has the right of local option, and if it 
does not avail itself of prohibition it cannot 
tax whisky-selling less than $500, which is a 
measure of prohibition in itself. It has com- 
mended itself to the decent class of saloon- 
keepers, none of whom would willingly see 
the law repealed and another era of free rum 
and doggeries begin. It has commended 
itself to the people so thoroughly that many 
cities and towns are fixing the tax at $1,000, 
and some at a still higher figure, while the 
indications are unmistakable that in a few 
years from now there will be a uniform 
$1,000 tax in Illinois and other States. This 
is the showing which high license makes for 
itself as it enters upon its second year, and 
the sum of that showing is the certainty that 
there is no other remedy yet devised which 
can deal so satisfactorily with the evils of 
liquor-drinking. It is destined to be the 
great temperance law of the future.

H. H. Clark was to have 

bad a conference with committees from 

the strikers last evening, but what has 
been done had not been reported up 
to a late hour. It was the opinion 

here that the conference would result in a 

compromise between the employés and the 

railroad company. A general strike on the 

Union Pacitic would seriously inconvenienee 

the roads in the Western Trunk-Line Associa- 


tion which are depending upon the Union Paci- 


fic for their Western outlet, and for this reason 
it is believed that the managers of the Union 
Pacific will be indu to make such conces- 
sions as will end thé strike and avoid an em- 
bargo of business. 5 

Rumors were afloat last evening that the 
Northwestern had also decided to make a gen- 
eral reduction in Salaries, and that there was 
danger of a strike on this road.

A Squall from the Northwest. 

Vessels pavigating Lake Michigan Thursday 
night encountered one of the fiercest squalls of 
the season. It was sudden, brief, and wicked. The 
Urst intimation Of a blow came about 11 o'clock, 
when the wind hauled around from northeast to 
northwest. Skippers had a lively time of it taking 
in sail and making ready for the gale, and even 
then considerable canvas was carried away.

It is estimated that the wind attained 4 
velocity of sixty-five miles an hour 
in less than an hour after it shifted.

All of her canvas was 
taken in and she was put about, intending to run 
back to Chicago under bare poles. The crew stood 
by the pumps all night, but the water guined on 
them rapidly.

An ordinance was passed authorizing the 
Commissioner of Public Works to expend $2,000 
as the city’s portion of extending the viaduct 
at Twelfth street over the tracks of the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago and the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Bailroads. 

The hance was passed. 

The missioner of Public Works submit- 
ted a report stating that the bridge at Twenty- 
second street should be raise abut eighteen 
inches 80 as tO admit of the free passage of 
tug-boats, which would cost $1,500, and also 
that the Twelfth street bridge had been dam- 
aged to the extent of $1,800, and that sum 
would be required to repair it. He 
further asked for means to repair 
the bridges at Twelfth, Lake, Eight- 
eenth, ani State streets at as early a 
day as possible, and recommended that be be 
authorized to let the contract for them so that 


‘the new bridges could be put in place at the 


close of navigation. 

The communication was referred back to the 
Commissioner with instructions to report in 
detall at the next regular meeting.

The Strike on the Union Pacific 
Stopped by a Restoration of Wages. 
OMAHA, Neb., May 2.—/Special.|—The strike 

along the Union Pacific Railway became ken- 

eral this morning. All of the section hands 
and shop-men who had quit work the previous 
day organized, and the train-men and yard- 
men struck at 7 o’clock. All freight trains, ex- 
cept those loaded with stock or perishable 
goods, were side-tracked, and the others were 


run to their destination, while passenger-trains | 


were outfitted with crews by the committee. It 
is said that the plan of the committee was to 
stop the running of all but through passen- 
ger-trains tomorrow. The ‘Superintendents 
went into the Omaha yard in person 
this morning and attempted to make up 
freight-trains, but the strikers followed them 
and set back switcbes as fast as the Superin- 
terdents turned them, until the latter aban- 
doned playing switchmen. No violence was 
used and no threats were made, but the side- 
tracks were filled with freight-engines which 
had come upto the yard to take out trains, 
and the shops were as quiet as a Sunday. A 
meeting of the strikers was held at 2 o'clock 
p. m., but, in the absence of a reply 
to their demand upon General-Man- 
ager Clark for a ‘restoration of wages, 
no action was taken, Mr. Clark having stated 
that be must confer with the officers of the 
road, who had issued the order to reduce wages 
in behalf of the Directors. Another meeting 
was held at 7 o'clock this evening, and an an- 
swer was received in the shape of the following 
order:

The news was received with great rejdicing 
and immediately telegraphed along the line.

Yet the fact of the latter 
investment has been well enough known for 
years in some circles in Washington, and the 
current talk was, that it stood in the name of a 
friend or trustee till—months after the vote 
Mr. Edmunds thought proper to take it. With- 
out question, we accept bis statement as prima 
facie evidence that we were wrong in believing 
and repeating this part of the story. The rest 
of it—the portion which. makes the action of 
Mr. Edmunds the precise counterpart of Mr. 
Biaine's—-Mr. Edmunds admits, and we are 
giad on all accounts that the parallel is exact. 
We make him our best apologies for having, 
on inadequate authority, accepted the report 
that be went further than Mr. Blaine. We 
basten to give his statement that he went just 
as far as Mr. Blaine and no further—made 
exactiy the same sort of investment, after the 
game sort of action in Congress, within the 
same interval of time, and on the same terms.

eray, and Taine was hardly im need of Mr. 
Courthope’s interpretation; but, since the 
scheme of the “English Men of Letters 
necessarily involved a fresh biographical and 
eritical sketch of Addison, the reading public 
is to be felicitated that its preparation was in- 
trusted to the associate of Mr. 
editor of Pope. Although long study of bis 
arch-enemy may seem a singular equipment 


in find nothing of which to cémplain in the 
pages of Mr. Courthope. Wide acquaintance 
with the ‘literature of te cighteenth 
century is the only visible result of 
his earlier labors. 80 Itzle, indeed, 
has he been influenced by Pope that he accepts 
only in part his character of Atticus, and casts 
upon bim the chief blame of the quarrei out 
of which the famous satire arose. 

It is curious to observe that the present, 
like every previous estimate of Addison—ex- 
cept that of Taine, who of course found the 
preaching of the Spectator intolerable—is after 
all only Addison’s estimate of himself. I shall 
endeavor,“ said he in the tenth number of the 
journal which contains bis best work, to en- 
liven morality with wit, asd to temper 
wit with morality, that my readers may if pos- 
sible both ways fine their account in the spec- 
ulation of the day. And, to thé end that their 
virtue and discretion may not be short, tran- 
sient, intermitting starts of thought, I have 
resolved to refresh their memories from day 
to day till I have recovered them out of that 
desperate state of vice and follyjinto which the 
age bas fallen.” He so clearly defined his 
place in literature that all English writers who 
have since attempted to fix it have perforce 
taken their text from his own words. 

From Tickell, his first biographer, we learn 
that he employed wit on the side of virtue and 
religion: from Johnson, that he dissipated 
the prejudice chat had long connected gayety 
with vice,” and taught a sucdession of writ- 
ers to bring elegance and gayety to the aid of 
goodness; and from Macaulay] that he * reo- 
onciled wit and virtue, after a long and disas- 
trous separation, during which wit had been 
led astray by profligacy and virtue by fanat- 
joism.“ To what was undeniably the supreme 
service of Addison to his generation, Mr. 
Courthope also pays his glad tribute; but he 
holds that the truth embodied in Macaulay's 
epigram, though easily grasped by one con- 
versant with Addison’s period, will not be in- 
stantly apparent to the reuder of the Spectator. 
For this reason he gives us an introductory 
chapter that lucidly summarizes the conditions 
under which Addison, the architect of Public 
Opinion, began to remodel the formless struct- 
ure of English thought. It would be difficult 
more briefly to describe the political confusion, 
the lax :norality, the lawless literature, and the 
barbarous manners which at the beginning of 
the last century awaited the reforming touch 
of Addison. 

That such an age was purified by such a man 
may well be regarded as one of the most re- 
markable events in the history of morals. Shy, 
silent before strangers, speechiess in Parlia- 
ment, Addison possessed none of the charac- 
teristics of the ordinary reformer, except the 
love of order and virtue. An incomparable 
style and a delicate sense of humor were the 
weapons which gave him his victory. Mr. 
Courthope justly opserves that he almost cre- 
ated and wholly perfected Engliah prese as an 
instrument for the expression of social 
thought.“ His transcendent merit was, that 
he wrote in such a way as to make his teach- 
ings acceptable to frivolous women, who got 
their first tincture of letters from him, and to 
penetrate the dull intellects of che squirearchy, 
which for the first time began to realize that 
hunting and inebriation were perhaps not the 
only forms of earthly enjoyment. 

For the originality of Mr. Courthope's treat- 
ment of his subject, not much can be said. He 
seldom deviates from the beaten track of pre- 
vious biographers, and then only to dispute 
with more zeal than ability the criticisms of 
Johnson or Macaulay. The eulogistic charac- 
ter of his book is its most marked defect. Ad- 
dison was not the faultless monster created by 
Mr. Courthope. Few readers will be inclined 
to receive without question his almost unsup- 
ported denial of the common report that Addi- 
son's death was hastened by intemperance— 
especially as he gives credence to the doubtful 
story that the expiring Addison said to his 
stepson, the Earl of Warwick: 
peace a Christian can die!“ 
inharmonious, to be sure, and, as it was 
Mr. Courthope’s design to make a saint 
of Addison, the rejection of the first 
was absolutely essential to the preservation 
of the second. And yet they might have 
been felicitously combined. For example: 

See in what peace a Christian can die of delir- 
jum-tremens! Let it not be understood that 
the convivial habits of Addison deserve repro- 
bation. In his time everybody drank, and so- 
briety was rather the sign ofan empty purse 
than a mark of gentility. Mr. Courthope's op- 
ening chapter, The State of English Society 
and Letters After the Restoration,“ is an ad- 


fri dealing with Addison, admirtrs of the latter 


mirabie piece of literary condensation. This, and 


the chapter on The Genius of Addison,“ are 
well worth the price of his book. The biograph- 
ical portion of the work is alittle heavy—par- 
ticniarly the account of Addison's travels.

Gold 
placed by wampum or paper, but nothing can 
take the place of iron except better iron. Asa 
nation produces in greater abundance and bet- 
ter quality than its neighbors this grim material 
of peace or war. so will it beat them in the lat- 
ter and outrank them in the crafts of the tor- 
mer. 

The fact that processes and appliances in- 
vented by three men effect an annual saving 
in this country and Great Britain of $1,000,000,- 
000 should create a general interest in an ac 
count of these great economizers. Previous to 
the discovery of the Bessemer process of mal» 
ing steel the price in England of steel made by 
the Huntsman process was £60 per ton; the 
Bessemer invention caused an almost immedi- 
ate decline in price to from £60 to £8 per ton. 
At present the price of Bessemer pig in En- 
giand is about £4 per ton, and in this country 
about $25 per ton. The annual outputof Bes- 
semer steel may be stated in round numbers at 
2,000,000 of tons for this country and Great 
Britain each. With these factors the product 
becomes colossal. 


Such a discovery naturally and properly 


yielded a great profit to the inventor; and in 
1879 Mr. Bessemer's patents bad brought him 
in royaltiés to the value of over 41.037.000.“ 


Ot the profits of the Bessemer Company at 


Sheffield Mr. Jeans says: 

When the partnership expired it was found that 
the firm had divided in profits during their fourteen 
years’ working fifty-seven times the amount of their 
subscribed capital; and, after that, the works, which 
had been/tonsiderably extended at the expense of 
revenue, were sold for twenty-four times the 
amount of the whole subscribed capital; so that, by 
the mere commercial working of the process, apart 
from the patent, each of the five partners retired 
after fourteen years with eighty-one times the 


amount of his subscribed capital, or an average of 


nearly cent per cent every two months—a result 
prebably unprecedented in the annals of comm erce 
Aud yet, even with these dazzling visions of 
profit before us, viewed from the standpoint of 
commission or percentage on the value of the 
process to the worid, the remuneration becomes 
very small.

' Warned by this experience, he kept secret 
his next invention, by which he made a bronze 
paint for four may y- & pound, which had pre- 
viously sold for 112 shillings 4 pound, This 
process was kept secret for thirty yeare—yield- 


ing at first 1,000 per cent, and later, as compe- 


tition set in, 300 per cent profit. 

Bessemer’s next effort with that ponderous 
palladium, the British Government, was little 
better than his first. Previous to the 
Crimean War be experimented with 
ordnance and projectiles, and produced an 
elongated projectile which acquired a rotation 
without the aid of rified grooves in the barrel 
of the gun—giving, by means of rifled chan- 
nels cat lengthwise into the projectile from the 
breech-end, a greater- amount of twist. owing 
to the reactive force of the powder exploding 
in the channels, than could then be obtained 
by the system of rifling the barrel. This, when 
submitted to the Government, was ignored or 
laughed at. The French Emperor, hearing of 
the invention, invited Bessemer to continue his 
experiments at Vincennes, and furnished bim 
with ample means for so doing. The results 
were cousidered very satisfactory by the French 


authorities. 


Sir Charles William Siemens is probably best 
known to the iron and steel world by his ré- 
generative gas-furnace, used almost univer- 
sally in the open-hearth procoss—althoug his 
scientific achievements have been varied and 
brilliant in other fields, notably electricity and 
telegraphy. The form of armature generally 
used in all magneto-eiecctric engines was de- 
vised by Siemens, and bears his name. Siemens 
was one of the committee ot the British Asso- 
ciahon which established the units for the 
mensurement of electric forces known as the 
B. A. units, and whieh have bevome an essen- 
tial part of the sctentific language ot the day. 

The studies of Sir William Siemens in con- 
nection with the utilization of natural forces 
show a wide foresight, perhaps beyond the 
needs of ourtime. They have excited a great 
deal of interest and discussion; it is his state- 
ment that the force now running to waste over 
the Niagara Fails would require, if produced 
by steam, an annual consumption of 266,000,000 
tons of coal; in other words, all the coal raised 
throughout the world would barely suffice to 
produce the amount of power that continually 
runs to waste at this one great fall. That 
much of this energy is capable of being 
economically utilized, and conveyed electric- 
ally for some distance, has also been demon- 
strated by him. 

The use ot electric light in horticulture is 
one of the novel ideas of Sir William. He found 
that plants kept under electric light at night 
were much accelerated in their growth, and 
yielded much larger and finer fruit than when 
allowed to rest at night. 

When a fresh young graduate from Göttingen 
University, Siemens came to London with some 
inventions of bisown in electro-plating; and, 
while looking about for some one to assist him 
in bringing bis work before the world, saw on 
a sign-board over the street the words: **—— 
—, Undertaker; and thought at once that 
one advertising himseif as an undertaker would 
not refuse to look Into his invention. On en- 
tering the place,“ he says, I soon convinced 
myself that I had come decidedly too soon for 
the kind of enterprise there contemplated."’ 

Mr. Jeans’ account of Sidney Gilchrist 
Thomas, the inventor of the latest great im- 
provement in steel-making—dephosphorization 
by means of the basic lining to the Bessemer 
converter —is quite brief, probably on account 
of the comparative yonth of this distinguished 
discoverer, he having attained fame and fortune 
when onjy 30 years old. The honor and profit 
of this invention are shared by Mr. P. C. Gil- 
christ, the cousin and collaborator of Thomas 
and Mr. G. J. Snelus, who made the discovery 
independently. It is singular that, among the 
hundreds of chemists and metallurgists who 
have been working at this problem during the 
last twenty years, the fickle goddess should 
have presented the first prize to a young man 
not long out of collego. 

The sketch of Sir Joseph Whitworth is per- 
haps the most inspiring of the collection. 
Graduating at 1 from the academy into the 
workshop, he early acquired that comprehen- 
sive acquaintance with tools which enabled 
him to undertake the most revolutionary works 
of construction or destruction. He brought 
inethod and system into the English machine- 
shops, and indeed into those of the world, by 
his uniform set of taps and dies for screw-cut- 
ting, bis gages for accurate and minute meas- 
urement, and his machine for producing true 
plane surfaces. The Whitworth gage measures 
accurately dimensions to the millionth of an 
inch: the expansion of a steel bar caused by 
the heat of the hand is readily measured by 
one of these marvelous instruments. 

The Crimean War led Whitworth, as well as 
Bessemer, tnto investigations connected with 
gunnery, into which he went in the most thor- 
oughgoing fashion, making countless experi- 
ments with the view of ascertaining the best 
shape of projectile, size of bore, and twist of 


rifling. These important elements were definitly 


fixed by the results of these exporiments. Hav- 
ing now mastered the conditions of the prob- 
lem, Whitworth proceeded to make guns that 
could shoot straighter and farther, and pene- 
trate more obstruction, than. any others: one 
of his guns hurled through the air 310 pounds 
of iron a distance of six and a half miles. An- 


| other sent a steel shell weighing 403 pounds 


through a target composed of a solid 
wrought-iron plate eighteen inches thick, 
backed by a steel hoop thirty-seven inches 
rammed bard with wet sand; 


iron bed-plate fourteen and a half inches deep; 


tho whole securely strutted by timbers driven 


firmly into the sand. The shell went com- 
pletely through the entire target, bursting the 
iron bed-plate into fragments, and finally 
lodged in the sand below, at a distance of 
seventeen feet six inches from the point of 
first contact with the target. 

These guns were immediately sent for by 
several European ovations, Brazil, and the 
American Governments, Federal and Confed- 
erate; their merits were obvious to all, with 
the exception of the British W ar-Office, which 
apparently needed to bave their efficiency tridd 
upon themselves in order to be convinced. 
The experience of Whitworth with the War- 
Office, and Bessemer with the Stamp-Oflice,,in- 
dicate that ingratitude is not exclusively the 
attribute of Republics. 

Having produced an irresistible gun, Sir 
Joseph next turned his attention to making an 
impregnable armor-plating, and made a com- 
pressed steel target made up in hexagonal 
sections nine inches thick. Against this was 
fred a 250-pound shell from a nine-inch gun 
thirty yards from the target. Such a sbell 
would pass through twelve inches of iron 
armor-plate, but against this new target it was 

werless and broke into small tragments, 
while the target was driven back bodily eight- 
een inches into the sand behind. Whitworth 
comprehended fully that the most destructive 
and murderous warfare is the most merciful. 

His finest work has been the endowment, at 
many schools, colleges, and universities through 


Great Britain, of many and liberal scholarships | 


for the encouragement of scientific and tech- 
nical education. These scholarships were in 
various sums—the highest amounting to £800 
during the turee years’ teuure-a sum quite suf- 
ficient to enabie a young mechanic, even with 
family to support, to quit bis bread-earning for 
a time and improve bis mind and methods. 

The sketches are all brief, and the material 
well put together. They furnish much the same 
healthy, vigorous reading that is found in 
Smiles Lives of the Engineers, and are in- 
teresting, as are all simple narratives of the 
lives of men who have dealt successfully with 
problems of nature, manufacture, or engineer- 
ing.

teachers will grant this), The Essentials of 
Latin Grammar,” compiled by F. A. Black- 
burn, is a text-book well adapted to the needs 
of the begiuner who has already learned some- 
thing of the principles of the Engtish language. 
The forms and rules which are essential and 
should be thoroughly mastered appear in 
coarse print, and seem to be simply and con- 
cisely stated; while additional and kindred 
matter, with the necessary examples only, is 
found at the foot of each There are 
appended ‘a full list of verbs drawn from 
Roby’s standard grammar, a series of progress- 
ive English and Latin exercises to be taken in 
connection with the grammar, brief and suita- 


bie notes, and the necessary vocabularies. 


There is a refreshing brevity about the work 
which willcommend it to many a grammar 
laden teacher and scholar, and, with this as a 
hand-book, the boy of 14, under proper in- 
struction, should be ready to begin the intelli- 
gent reading of Latin authors in three or four 
months, The author claims with justice that 
there will be found in the volume “ all the gram- 
matical information needed for a high school 
or for the early years of a college—to the point 
in fact, where the better colleges now give the 


pupil the option of continuing classical studies 


or substituting other branches more to his 
taste.

A work written aliko for the leral profes- 
sion and business-men naturally invites hostile 
criticism; and an author who really dares to 
attempt to cover such a wide field is very like 
ly to meet with failure. But there are a few 
subjects which may bo treated of so as to be 
satisfactory to atl parties interested, and still 
avoid the charge of ben superficial. Just 
what those topics are, however, it would prob- 
abiy be difficult to tell until some one has 
either made a failure or success in attempting 
to treat them, Such an attentpt has been made 
in a work just published on the law ot the Board 
of Trade and Produce Exchange; and it is 
pleasant to record that it is an emi- 
neut success. The subject is of in 
terest not only to the thousands of 
brokers and i-men who are 
members of such organizations, but to the 
still greater number of speculators who cheer- 
fully contribute so liberally of their means to 
the support of such institutions. The law ap- 
plicable to transactions on these boards is the 
same as with reference to other contracts, and 
only needs careful analysis and application. 
The work opens with a rather superticial chap- 
ter on the history of Boards of Trade and kin- 
dred organizations; then discusses their char- 
ters, and by-laws, and the rights of the mem- 
bers. The bulk of the volume, very properly, 
is devoted to the discussion of the law as 
to tke character ot the contracts for future de- 
livery which constitutes the greater part of the 
business of ali such institutions. The sub- 
jects of corners,“ “squeezes,” puts,“ 
alis, and options are all ‘treated 
of and defined. The work is not, as 
might be supposed, intended solely for local 
use, but covers the .whole law of the 
subject, both in 
giand. The authors have shown good 
judgment in the arrangement of the 
different chapters, and in not overloading the 
work with useless citations of authorities, or 
wandering off into discussions of irrelevant 
matters; and the book will be a readable one, 
not only to the lawyer, but to the unprofes- 
sional man.

** Mineraiogy,’’ by J. H. Collins, F. G. S., is: 
published by the Putnams in their Adtanceda- 
Sei Series. The book is devoted to sys- 
t e mineralogy, and is about 
as readable as a dictionary; by which is meant 
that it eontains a condensed description of the 
principal minerals for the ifformation of those 
who want to know," but is not calculated to 
be attractive to those who wish only light read- 
ing, even of the Dominie Sampson order. It 
contains about 400 illustrations, which aid ma- 
terially in giving an idea of the shapes of 
crystals, etc. : 

The True Theory of the Sun“ is the latest 
effort of a gentlemen— Thomas Bassnett—who 
has labored for nearly forty years to convince 
the scientific world that he has discovered 
„something to its advantage.“ Joseph Ady, 
who wis the author of that phrase, got bimself 
into trouble: and Mr. Bassnett seems to have 
assumed a great deal of the same article, be- 
cause the men who are recognized as scientists 
have hitherto persisted in not recognizing him 
or his theories. It is a great pity: in say- 
ing which it is not assumed to intimate 
that he is right or that be is not, But, in but- 
ting his head against the stone wall which the 
scientific world has builded, perhaps - better 
than he knew, he has incurred the fate which 


‘alike awaits the truly great and the really little. 


He tries to explain the common origin of the 
solar spots and corona, and of our r egies 
storms and cyclones, by referring all alike to 
the mass-displacement duc to the perturbing 
action of other masses than those on 
which the phenomena. occur. Assum- 
ing the temporary existence of vor- 
tices—A la Descartes—he claims that 
those on the Earth’s surtace are caused by the 
relative motion of the Moon, and that those on 
the solar surface are due to the varying angu- 
lar positions and distances of the major planets 
in the solar system. It matters not that several 
learned societies and individuals have rejected 
his theory as untenable: he tells of it himself, 
and seems to regurd the fact only as a good 
reason for perseverance in the effort to 
prove. to a benighted world that they 
are wrong and that he is right. The 
book at once betrays careful reading, and the 
lack of it, on the part of the author. In regard 
to the latter, we note the assumption (page 5) 
that the quantity of matter in Sirius is propor- 
tional to the relative brightness of that star; 
also the anhouncement (page 136) that it is 
probable the masses of both Sun and planets 
are under-estiinated. The work is published by 
G. P. Putnam's Sons, New York and London. 

Palmistry, as a science, is expounded in two 
thin volumes by different authors. Prof V. 
de Metz contributes **The Handbook of Mod- 
ern Palmistry’’ through Thompson & Moreau, 
of New York; while Henry Frith and E. H. 
Allen have compiled the other for publication by 
George utiedge & Sons. Both are amply 
illustra We are not prepared to say which is 
the better. Those who want to know how to read 
the human hand as an index to character and 
fate may take either or both. The books are 
treatises on chiromancy, pure, if not simple 
being attempts to present in scientific shape 
the chief features of an art whose learned ex- 
ponents have hitherto been found chiefly 
among the Gypsy tribes. The writers ot both 
have been very carefulto state the cxistence 
of a dividing line between the art as they ex- 
plain it and vulgar fortune-telling; but the 
line is not very easily discerned—at least not 
by the casual reader. 

Nathan Sheppard bas done a real service to 
the cause of scientific enlightenment by col- 
lecting into one small volume (351 12 mo. pages) 
the most salient points made by Charles Dar- 
win in his twelve volumes. Of course the work 
is very far from containing all that is interest- 
ing in the writings of the great 
naturalist, but it presents enough to 
give to the careful reader a4 very 
fair idea of the work done and conclusions 
arrived at by Darwin. It really comprises as 
much as the ordinary reader would care to 
know of the subject, while it forms an ad- 
mirable preparative to the reading of the 
works themselves by the comparatively few 
who wish to study the whole subject. Mr. 
Sheppard has done nothing original—he has 
not attempted to improve upon Darwin; but 
his iabors show him to be a good hand at 
the selection of which Darwin wrote 80 
well. “Except preface and table of contents, 
the book is entirely made up of the words of 
Darwin himself. The collation is especially 
valuable, as it furnishes an opportunity of 
knowing, in short time, the real position occu-

manures used. If possible new ground should 
each year be selected for growing pota- 
toes; more than two crops in succegsion 
should not be grown on one field. Good, smoath, 
sound potatoes should be planted, preferably 
without cutting them. Experiments covering 
a period of twenty years have uniformly shown 
that the best results are obtained by ting 
whole tubers. The soil should be well pulver- 
ized; freshiy-turned turf so treated gives the 
best results. Rotary harrows may be freely 
used on the potato-field with advantage. The 
tuber needs a soft, broad bed to grow its fam- 
ily in. Early sorts should be planted in prefer- 
ence to later. As regards manures, it has been 
learned that the best results are reached by 
the use of stable-manure supplemented by a 
mixture of raw, finely-ground bones and wood- 
ashes. Two or three cords of good stabie- 
manure spread on each acre, and well-harrowed 
in, together with a mixture of the same manure 
with one barrel of bone and three of ashes put 
in the drills, will give extraordinary results. 
The manure may be strewn in the drills, one 
cord to the acre, and the mixture deposited 
upon the same by hand, depositing evenly and 
carefuily. \

In the vieinity st Elgin, III., the farmers 
raise sweet-corn for the canning factory, and 
are careful to save a the soft ess, nubbins, 
and stalks for feed. 

Farming is an art which requires a thorough 
practical knowledge of many arts and sciences 
to bring it to a bigh degree of perfection, Yet 
there are many whose knowledge is confined 
almost exclusively to one profession, art, or 
trade’ who affect to look with contempt upon the 
farmer's calling as being one which any fgano- 
ramus may follow with success. 

Prof. KE. M. Shelton, of the Kansas State Agri- 
cultural College, in his report of the experi- 
ments undertaken last year, presents some 
valuable and readable articles upon topics re- 
lating to husbandry, including some upon 
whedt-growing, upon grasses and clovers, field 
experiments, and upon root crops.. Carp come 
in for a share of attention as a farm product, 
while pig-feeding receives careful notice. 

Currant bushes are propagated by planting 
seeds, by bending down the busbes and cover- 
ing part with soil, or by cutting off suckers 
some distance below the surface of the ground 
and removing them with the small roots. Gen- 
erally they are propagated by cutting. The 
cuttings should be formed of wood of the same 
year's growth, or of the previous season, if 
they are taken off in the spring. They should, 
to grow. to the best advantage, be cut early in 
the spring before the sap starts. The cutting 
should be done with a sharp knife, andthe di- 
visions made at the axis of a bud. 

In its report of thetransactions of the Wis- 
consin State Agricultural, Horticultural, and 
Dairymen's Associations for 1883, the Wis- 
consin State Agricuitural Society has presented 
a mass of matter which cannot fail to greatly 
interest and Denefit those who may receive the 
large and well-arranged volume. Among the 
addresses contained in this work is one by 
Hiram Waber upon Protection, one on Tobacco- 
Culture by Dr. 8. L. Lord, another by the Hou. 
John Luchsinger, entitled How Dairy Inter- 
ests Grow. Prof. F. H. King shows the In- 
dustrial Relations of Our Birds, while J. C. 
Stickney presents an article on the Relation of 
Labor to Progressive Agriculture. 

In a book of nearly 600 pages, published by 
Robert Clarke & Co., Cincinnati, Prof. Peter 
Collier, late chemist of the Department of Ag- 
rioulture at Washington, goes in the most full 
and exhaustive manner into the subject of 
sofghum, its culture and manufacture eeo- 
nomically considered as a source of sugar, 
fodder, and sirup. Prof. Collier . reviews 
briefly the history of the developmegt of the 
sorghum industry in Europe and in America, 
and of the plant itself, gives the varieties cul- 
tivated in the United States,instructions for the 
selection and preparation of ground, planting 
and cultivating, and, in short, about every- 
thing known and needed for the information 
ot those who cultivate sorghum or make sugar, 
sirup, or fodder of the plant. 

Just now the neat little .Hand-Book of Tree- 
Planting, published by D. Appleton & Col, of 
New York, will have especial interest and value, 
because it treats in a concise yet most readable 
manner of a subject which has for some months 
received more attention than is usually given 
to agricultural matters. The writer, Nathaniel 
H. Egleston, has divided his work into four 


parts, in which he tells bis readers why to 
plant, where to plant, what to plant, and how 
to plant. At the endof the book is given a 
table of the fuel-value of fifty-five of the more 
important woods of the United States, showing 
the common and the botanical names, the 
region where most common, fuel-value, com- 
parative weights, specific gravity, and weight 
per cubic foot. 0 
The first quarterly report for 1884 from the 
Kansas State Board of Agriculture is unusual- 
ly fulland interesting, containing, as it does, 
reports of correspondents upon the area and 
condition of winter wheat, rye, fruit, and live 
stock, and a paper by E. B. Cowgill upon 
Sorghum: Its Cultivation and Uses in Kau- 
sas, and another by Prof. M. Swenson upon 
“The Northern Cane-Sugar Industry.“ There 
is also an article, upon Government lands in 
Kansas, telling where they are located and how 
they may be obtained, and another relating to 
lands set aside for the use of schoolg. Secre- 
tary Sims also gives in this report the text of 
the laws gnacted in March last fur the protec- 
tion of domestic animals in Kansas, and two 
essays upon practical sheep husbandry, the 
first by Charles H. Gibbs and the second by 
Donaid McKay, Sheep Inspector, of Dickinson 
County. |

The Fat-Stock Show. 

The following rules and premiums were ap- 
proved by the State Board of Agriculture at 
its meeting Wednesday for the cattle clase for 
the next Fat-Stock Show to be held in this city, 
commencing Nov. 11, 1884: ! 

CLASS A:—CATTLE. 

The Exposition Bullding will be open for the re- 
ception of stock Monday, the i0th day of No- 
vember, 1884. Cattle must bein their stalls in the 
Exposition Building. Chicago, not later tian Mon- 
day, Nov. 10, 1884, in order that they muy be 
weighed, numbered and catalogued previous to the 
opening of the show. Stock must be wel! halter- 
broken, and vicious animals will not be admiited to 
the building, or if admitted, will be removed. 


SPECIAL RULES. 


1. All animals entered for competition in this 
class will be examined by a committee appointed 
by the President, und cofisisting of one experi- 
enced, practical veterinary surgeon and two ex- 
perienced feeders of cattle, and their apparent 
uges respectively reported by such committee to 
the board. prior to the time fixed for the com nence- 
nient of work by the Awarding Committee of this class: 
and all questions, discrepancies and protests. 
founded upon or arising out of allegations or facts 
relating to the ages of animals in this class, must 
and will be definitly settled by the final order of 
the board previous to the time fixed for the dom- 
mencement of work by the Awarding Committee. 

2. Entries must be made on or before Nov. 1 
by application to the Secretary, at Springfield, who 
will furnish blank applications on which to specify 
exhibditer’s name and address, with age and deserip- 
tion of the animal offered. 

. The fee for each stall will be $2, and must 
accompany the application for entry. Bach ex 
hibiter must purchase an exhibiter’s ticket (91.50) 
when applying for entries, a firm being regarded as 


one exhibiter; only one member of the frm will be. 


admitted to the building on the ticket which en- 
‘titles the firm to compete. 

4. Butchers’ stock only will be eligible to compete 
for premiums, and animals that are to be used here- 
after for breeding purposes will be excluded from 
competition. 

5. All statements of facts required of exhibiters 
in making entries in regard to age. pedigree, etc., 
must be verified by affidavit. In all thoroughbred 
classes, recorded pedigrees or such as are eligibie 
to record, must be furnished at time of entry. 
Statements showing date of birth. the proportion 
of improved biood in each animal exhibited in lots

Stock -Keeping East and West. 

Those who read the articles which from time 
to time appear on the subject may weil be ex- 
cused if they believe that in the Eastern States 
the art of farming has reached a generally 
higher stage of development than is seen in 
the West, and, indeed, it may not be seemly for 
a Western writer, presumably prejudiced in 
favor of the free, broad operations usually 
seen between Ohio and the setting sun, to make 
comparisons between the customs of the East 
and the ways of the West. Yet one who has 
been peering into the back-yards of his Eastern 
neighbors may possibly be forgiven by those at 
least to whom a comparison would be favorab.e, 
for mentioning the time-worn fields of sodden 
clay untilled through half ajeentury of oultiva- 
tion; swampy bogs where bull-frogs warbie 
sweet melody under the shadow of their own 
alders and catkins; mossy fence-boards hang- 
ing loosély by rusty nails to reeling posts; 
stony knolls where for generations bowlders 
have caught the plowshares and sent plowtails 
and pious ejaculations heayenward; raw end 
yellow roadsides where the “smartweed and the 
Canada thistle bloom luxurtantly in their 
season, or cows stop to sup the creamy water 


where the *“hair-enake’’ swims under 
midsummer gun. Aud the half-rotten 
stumps Still hold their ground, less 


firmly than of old, but yet ready to turn the 
plow aside, and cause the sudden growth each 
summer ofa new crop of good resolutions, 
which die a natural death with each year's au- 
tumn leaves;: and the old barn is there, with 
its frame very like modern morals—rather 
loose in the joints—leaning weakly from old- 
time uprightness and yielding with but feeble 
resistance to the influence of prevailing winds, 
while the “lean-to” leans) more heavily than 
‘ever against its tottering, untrustworty sup- 
port. 

r The cattle confined—not sheltered—in these 
crazy cribs, through which the winds blow 
and the snow sifte—would they not 
be better off in the timber- 
shéltered feed-lots, or on the broad ranges e 

the West, than half-starved here? The pigs 
kept from birth until death in small pens baif- 
sunken in mire, where for a score of years or 
more accumulated fluids and filth have each 
year festered through summer heats, adding 
their stench to the pungeat odor of sour swill; 
the poultry roosting in corn-cribs, in the 
wagon-shed, in the barn, or, possibly, ina 
leaky apology for a hen-house, in which is a 
mine of riches in the shape of guano; the 
horses, vigorously rubbing themselves ina vain 
attempt to rid their coats of gathered sourf and 
dust, while their lungs are poisoned by exhaln- 
tions from the ground beneath, into which liq- 
uids from the stalis baye found their way ever 
since the old barn was built—the wonder is that 
the poor scrubs can live, as they do, to a fair 


learn much of value about stock breedmg and 
keeping from Western practice. 

But these things do not often find mention in 
print—never, it may be especially noted, in ar- 
ticles designed.to teach Western men how to 
protect their stock from disease by following 
Eastern methods. With greater pleasure far 
visitors call the fertile valleys where for 
miles the roadsides are dotted with neat farm- 
houses so close together that the housewives 


might have a quiet gossip of a sunny 
afternoon, or quarrel about the children 
and chickens of a gloomy day, without 
leaving their own doorsteps. Extreme 


neatness and thrift has banished the un- 
sightly rail fence and stone wall with their at- 
tendant hosts of weeds and insects and de- 
structive animals. 
and carefully attended, and if pure-bred and 
high-grade animals are not as commonly found 
as in the West, where stock- growing is the most 
important branch of farming, these Eastern 
farmers do well with the stock they have. 

In the flelds the growing wheat stands fresh 
and green, as even and straight as tho drilled 
with arule.. Freshly-sown fields are smooth as 
repeated harrowing. followed by rolling can 
make them, the pastures are free from weeds, 
and brush, and stumps, and even the little 
groves they call their wood-lots are as trim and 
neat almost as parks. Everything testifies to 
the thrift and comfort of the people, and is in 
marked contrast witb the surroundings of 
many even of the more prosperous of Western 
farmers.

In Australia about two years ago the then 
high price of 1,200 guineas ($6,173) was paid for 
a colonial-bred ram, which amount was then 
considered a big figure, but this was far 
eclipsed when, Sept. 5 of last year, J. F. Cum- 
ming paid the largest price on record—viz.: 
3,150 guineas ($15,940) for a colonial-bred ram.

For years the Lake 
Forest herd of Aberdeen-Angus ¢attle in the 
neighborhood of Chicago was the largest herd 
in America. 
Very evidentiy the Dlinois State Board of 
Agriculture is not composed of old bachelors, 
but rather of men who know how to gain 
popularity by winning their way to the favor 
of mothers. Last year the board gave free ad- 
mission for one day to the Fat-Stock Show to 
school children. At its last meeting the board 
decided to admit free to the State Fair this 
year any child attending schoo! in this State. 

The Illinois State Board of ‘Agriculture is 
evidently determined to do itself proud” this 
year. Besides promising free admission to the 
State Fair to each child attending school in il- 


linois, it has placed the Hoistein and the Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, two well-established breeds, 
upon the premium lists of the Fat-Stock Show. 
This breed is certainly well worthy of recogni- 
tion if any in the land is so, for it stands un- 
surpassed in its particular held. 

Whether or not the energetic and wide-awake 
managers of the Kansas City Fat-Stock Show, 
by the unqualified success of their frst exhibit, 
impelled the Illinois State Board ot Agriculture 
to greater efforts even than that body has 
heretofore made, the latter has certainly done 
much this year to add to the attractiveness 
and value of what has already been acknowl 
edged as the createst fat-stock show on earth. 
The board deserves the thanks of the State.

THE MAINE LAW IN MAINE. 
Does Prohibition Prohibit in the State 
Where It Has Been Tried So Long! 

The people of Matne are to vote in Septem- 
ber on the adoption of a constitutional amend- 
ment prohibiting forever the manufacture and 
sale of liquor in the State. 

The prohibitory amendment to the Con- 
stitution, to be voted upon by the people of 
that State Sept. 8, is as follows: i 

The manufacture of intoxicating liquors, not in- 
cluding cider, and the sale and keeping for sale of 
intoxicating liquors, are and shall be forever pro- 
hibited. Except, however, that the sale and keeping 
for sale of such liquors for medicinal and mechanical 
purposes and the arts, and the sale and keeping for 
sale of cider, may be permitted under such regula- 
tions as the Legislature may provide, The Legis- 
lature shall enact laws with suitabie penalties for 
the suppression of the manufacture, sale, and 
keeping for sale of intoxicating liquors, with the 
exceptions herein specified. 

An earnest discussion is going on there con- 
cerning the merits of this proposition, and a 
great deal of interesting and valuable informa- 
tion is being disclosed. Maine has been for a 
third of a century a State in which probibitory 
statutes have ostensibly prevailed. Al! authori- 
ties agree that those statutes have not sup- 


partial of them agree that they have bad little 
influence in even restricting the traffic. The 
Judges of the courts declare openly that they 
believe the proposed amendment would not 
only be useless, but would abolish the present 
laws without putting any others in 
their place. Many eminent temper- 
ance advocates are against it, and the 
principal supporters of it appear to 
be the more fanatical temperance people and a 
few politicians who hope to gain something by 
their advocacy. A remarkabie array of statis- 
tics is shown by one of the opponents of the 
measure, in which it appears that under the 
present prohibitory statutes there are in Maine 
1,255 licensed liquor dealers, or one for every 
518 of inhabitants. In the City of Portland 
there are 203, or one for every 177 of inhabit- 
ants. These figures confirm the words of an- 
other opponent, who says: 80 far as my obser- 
vation goes, Iam satistied that there has been 
no material diminution of the amount of in- 
toxicating liquor consumed in this State, and if 
there has been any advance in public senti- 
ment as to the use of intoxicating liqours as a 
beverage, it cannot reasonably be attributed 
to prohibition.” 

Ex-Gov. Chamberlain writes: 

It is a fact that there is a decided rpstraint upon 
the use of intoxicating liquors tn this State anda 
strong public sentiment against it. Hut it is not in 
the power of man to say how much of this is justiy 
to be ascribed to the force of our Prohibitory law, 
and how much to other influences, such as the ad- 
vance of scientific knowledge of the hurtful effect 
of intoxicating liquors on the human system, and 
the economic effects of their use upon a com- 
munity, or the advance inthe tone of cultivated 
society as to what is gentlemanly and honorable 
in conduct, or of Christian and moral sentiment, 
and the application of these sentiments and con- 


victions in the personal efforts of earnest 
men and women who are doing such pow- 
erful work in our communities. For one, I 


do not sympathize much with the tendency to 
fly to law and only law for the.reform of worais. 
In ordinary conditions I shoul@ not expect to se- 
cure a course of reform of morals by piling law 
upon law and invoking higher forms of it, as if 
names and forms would save us. What we want is 
not bigger lawa, but genuineness and sincerity. I 
do not think the proposed amendment is needed; 
nor would it either supersede or exectite existing 
laws. 

The Rt.-Rev. H. A. Neely, of Portland, Bishop 
of the Episcopal church, says: 

Looking at the question as a mere uninstructed 
layman, 1 have been unable to find ground for the 


constitutional change, and, considering that under 
a popular Government the enforcement of all laws 
is chiefly dependent upon the sentiment of the 
people respecting them. should not the feeling of 
our people have been more decidedly expressed by 
actual obedience to the existing laws before it can 
be wise or expedient to engraft such a provision 
upon the Constitution? 

The following is from Chief-Justice Apple- 
ton, lately of the Supreme Court: 


My opinion of the utter uselesness of the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment is well known. I 
may hereefter give my views as to the questions 
proposed, but it is not expedient now. 

Judge W. G. Barrows, who has just retired 
from the bench of the Supreme Court, writes: 

I have no hesitation in saying that in my opinion 
the Prohibitory law of Maine has been and is of 
great service in relegating the traffic in intoxicat- 
ing drinks, as ordinarily carried on, to its proper 
place as a serious ofénse against the well-being of 


keeping of gambling-houses and brothels. It has 
been of service also in providing sultable and effi- 
clent means for the detection of an offense the 
commission of which it might otherwise be difficult 
to prove. 80 it is entitled, in some sort, to be re- 
guarded asa success. I think the proposition of the 
constitutional amendment is only one more illus- 
tration of this mistake on the part of temper- 
ance men to which | have referred. I do not be- 
lieve that it would secure either the permanency or 
the efficiency of the law, or make one drunkard or 
one rumseller the less. 

This is the opinion of the Hon. Josiah Cros- 
by, of Penobscot County: 

In my judgment the prohibitory policy in Maine 
has been a partial success, and to a very great ex- 
tent an ignominious faiiure. In many of the coun- 
try town and villages where the temperance senti- 
ment sounds upon a high key it seems to operate 
as a restraint upon the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
especially upon the open public sale. In the cities 
I think prohibition is mainly a failure. Public 
Opinion there does not sustain it, and any dominant 
political party by attempting ite rigid enforcement 
would pass into the minority, and has already re- 
peatediy saffered defeat. Any genuine temperance 
reformation will, of course, diminish the sale of 
intoxicating liquors. But is prohibition the cause 
of a genuine temperance reformation, or is it any- 
thing more than the product of a reformation? 
Whether prohibition is to be a success in Maine 18 
still, after some thirty years’ experience, in my 
judgment, a problem to be solved. As to the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment, I can see no good 


Mr. D. H. Ingraham, of Portland, writes: 

I have obtained this morning from Mr. J. I. 
Rackleff, of the Internal-Revenue Office for Maine, 
the following statistics: Number liquor licenses, 
retail, issued in Maine since May 1, 1883, 1.131; 
number liquor licenses, wholesale, 7; number malt 
liquor-dealers, 117; total, 1,255. ° 

The population of Maine is 650,000. Dividing by 
1,255, we have 518—one licensed liquor-dealer in 
Maine for every 518 inhabitants. 

For Portland the Assessors gave me the number 
of retail liquor licenses issued, 200; wholesale, do., 
3; total, 203. 

The population of Portland its about 36,000. 
There is one licensed liquor-dealer for every 177 
inhabitante! This is so astounding that I thought 
I had made a mistake till l went three times over 
the figures, Asto the wisdom and propriety of 
ndopting the constitutional amendment proposed, 
this sickening exhibit must suffice. 


Hannibal Hamlin is busy on his farm getting 
ready to plow, and will not stop to say a word 
nbout prohibitory amendments or anything 
else. His voice, not being raised, is neither for 
fre@rum nor prohibition, and must therefore 
be classed as a neutral power. His son, Gen. 
Charles Hamlin, was a member of the Legisla- 
ture a year ago and voted against submitting 
the awendment to the people. 

The Hon. D. L. Mortland, of Rockland, one of 


Knox County bar, says: 

So far as my observation has extended, I am sat- 
istied that there has been no waterial diminution of 
the amount of intoxicating liquor consumed in this 
State, and if there has been any advance in public 
sentiment as to the use of intoxicating liquors as 
a beverage it cannot reasonably be attributed to 
prohibition. As to the proposed amendment, I 
know of no reason why it should be asked for. ex- 
cept that it may be considered necetsary to have 
something in the nature of a patent or copyright 
on prohibition. 

The Hon. Guy ©. Goss, of Bath, the well- 
known shipbuilder, says: 

I believe that prohibition has been. on the whole, 
@ success in Maine. I do not favor the proposed 
constitutional amendment. In my opinion it would 
not strengthen the temperance principles in the 
State or insure a better enforcement of the pres- 
ent law. 

One of the strongest expressions of opinion 
against the amendment is from the Rev. Dr. 
Hill, of Portland: - 

The answer to your question whether in my opin- 
ion prohibition has, on the whole, been a success in 
Maine, cannot be put into a few words without do- 
ing myself great injustice, and I am at present un- 
der strict medical prohibition against writing a 
line more than Iam compelled to. I must, there- 
fore, be excused from trying to answer. As to the 
wisdom and propriety of adopting the proposed 
constitutional amendment 1 can, however, speak 
briefly and decidedly.. I regard the very proposi- 
tion as decidedly mischievous, and think the adop- 
tion would be a calamity. 

Presidént Pepper, of Colby. University, and 
President Cheney, of Bates College, both be- 
lleve that, on the whole, the probibitory policy 
has been successful, and that the amendment 
Ought to be adopted. Gen. Neal Dow is, of 
course, Of the same opiuion, and Uncle Solon 
Chase, of Chase's Mills, thinks the amendment 
will do no harm. i

Relations in California. 


San Francisco Argonaut, April 14: Friday 
morning there came into my office a gentie- 
looking, pale-taced, poorly-clad Irish woman. 
In her face and unsteady walk were the traces 
of disease. She belonged to the labor class. 
She was a widow, with five young children, the 
eldest a girl under 15, the youngest a baby, and 
born since its father’s death. It was a case of 
sickness ‘and utter destitution; no food in the 
house, no money to buy food, no health nor 
strength to earn money. She was a worthy, 
virtuous; destitute, and ill Roman Catholic 
widow with five children, and when 
1 asked her why she did not 
sek relief at some Roman Catholic 
institute of charity, some hospital for the sick, 
some place where starving women and children 
gould obtain temporary relief, she answered, 


with tears in her eyes, that there was no such 


place.“ Why do you not go to your Arch- 
bishop or Bishop, your priests or Sisters of 
Charity, your ladies of the Sacred Heart, your 
monasteries? Why not goto convent or mon- 
astery, whose larders are always full? Why 
not go to the Jesuit or Franciscan orders, 
whose wealth in this city is valued at millions? 
Cathedrals, churches, colleges, seminaries, 
monasteries, and convents multiply. Land on 
Market street, lots in the Western Addition, 
farms in the suburbs, priests acting as savings 
bankers, money on every side, and is there no 
place for you? Is there no charity of the 
Roman Church in San Francisco for 
its sick, and destitute, and deserving 
members!“ “There is no such 
pinee,”’ she answered. Aud it is true. There 
are seventeen Irish millionaires in this city, 
worth from two to forty millions,“ I said to her, 
and (with two exceptions) all are from the peas- 
ant class. of Ireland. They were poor in Ire- 
land, and have been lucky in America; they 
will sympathize. with you in your trouble and 
will relieve you from it. Gotothem. I will 
give you their names and their addresses. As 
I looked into the eyes of the poor woman, there 
came into her face the pained expression of 
protest against unnecessdry torture. Like the 


hunted, bruised, and dying dumb beast, there 
came into her eyes that pitecous ex- 
pression which asked me to spare her 
from unnecessary pain, and in a faint, despair- 
ing voice she answered: They never give.“ 
I thank God I am better than they. I gave her 
a dollar. <A friend sitting by gave ber another; 
and I promised to consider her case, and see if 
I could not do something for her. Her name 
is Mrs. Eagan. Her residence is No. 13 Polk 
street, within shadow of the Jesuit towers, I 
—the writer—am now considering her case. I 
am addressing myself with personal directness 
to this magnificent orgaifiization known as the 
Church of Rome, and saying to it that, not- 
withstanding all its professions of being the 
church of Christ on earth, women whom Christ 
honored in His birth, children whom He loved 
and dlessed and bade come unto Him.“ 
are in want within the shadow of its 
spires, within sound of its bells, within 
the smell of the perfume of its altars. Roman 
Catholic women, ill, hungry, destitute, and in 
despair, are begging dollars of Protestant here- 
tics to keep their children from starving. I 
address myself to those wealthy Irish men and 
women, those whose wealth is measured 
by millions, whom I meet in business and social 
circles, those men of whose enormous specula- 
tions I know, of whose resources Iam advised; 
those ladies whom 1 meetin society, blazing in 
jewels, resplendent in gorgeous attire; I say to 
you: Irish women and children, baptized to 
your faith, are starving in San Francisco. To 
the Irish patriots, agitators, land-leaguers, 
Fenians; those priests and politicians who hoid 
meetings, make orations, recite poetry, and 
make music in aid of the dynamite fiends of 
Ireland; who raise money for skirmish funds to 
assasinate English officiais and Irish land- 
owners; who raise money for the payment of 
Parnell’s debts and to support Irish members 
of Parliament; and who send money and law- 
vers for the defense of Irish assasins—I say 
to you that your countrywomen and  co- 
religionists are in want and suffering here in 
San Francisco. At No, 13 Polk street Mrs. 
Eagan and five children are begging of Ameri- 
cans for bread. 

It is an altogether unpleasant fact that in 
San Francisco, with all its wealth of member- 
ship, there is no organized Roman Catholic 
Church charity which is not a money-making 
institution. In San Franciseo, in San Rafael, 
and in several of the counties there are 
orphan-asylums where orphans and half-or- 
phans are attended by the unpaid services of 
priest, lay member. and sister. There are hos- 
pitals like that of the Sisters of Charity here at 
Los Angeles. There are old ladies’ homes. 
There are the St. Joseph's Asylum for aban- 


doned children, and the Magdalen Asylum for | 


wonton girls. There is no form of charity 
which this church has not utilized to draw 
money from State and Municipal Treasury 
and from private pockets. The 
pays more money to the orphan-asylums 
than they expend for the maintenance of 
fatherless and motherless children. From the 
hospital of the Sisters of Charity the impecuni- 
ous patient is sent to the county hospital. The 
city pays more money to the Magdalen Asylum 
than ought to be expended to support girls old 
enough to work, and who at that institution 
are made to work. Mount S. Joseph is an ex- 
pensive luxury to this State. We are. not 
charging fraudulent devices forthe wrongful 
obtainment of money, although we are con- 
vineed that an bonest grand jury which had 
the courage would uncover unpleasant facts. 
We.are simply saying, and saying it in behalf of 
the really suffering and deserving sick and 
destitute of the Homan Catholic-Church, that 
in San Francisco it has no organized charity 
which is not a money-making institution. 
The church is an unmitigated beggar for 
itself. Searcely a week and never a 
month passes that for some cathedral, church, 
college, conveat, or charitable scheme there is 
not some importunate, and sometimes impu- 
dent, face thrust into our office; and never a 
day that, 
thete not told to the writer the pitiful tale that 
seeks charity or asks for labor. Asarule 
these are honest narratives of real want, which 
move one’s heart to pity that his pocket can- 
not relieve. Wetake up the only State Cou- 
troller's report we have at hand to verify our 
position. It is that of three years ago. How 
much the expenses have since increased we do 
not know, but will venture to assert that they 
have more than kept pace with the increase of 
the Koman Church in usefulness and spiritual

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THE JACKSON MYSTERY. 


Continuation of the Examination of Joseph 


Allen, Charged with Murdering 
Jacob D. Crouch. 


— — 


JACKSON, Mich. May 2.—{Special.]J—The ex- 
amination of Joseph Allen, charged with the 
murder of Jacob D. Crouch, was resumed this 
morning before Judge Potts. William Rasp- 
berry, of Hamilton. Ont., swears that he saw 
Allen in a saloon there a few days ago, when 
he told him he had been at work on the Crouch 
case three months and had it pretty well 
worked up. He claimed to know where the 
papers were and to be able to lay his hands on 
the murderers in ten minutes and get $7,000. 
He had worked alone. 


John Schimrrell, of Ypsilanti, detailed how he 
followed Allen trom Owoséo to Canada. He 
said he heard Holoomb say he saw Allen dig up 
the papers near the railroad track in Mason, 
but witness didn’t know why he did not have 
Allen arrested then and there. 

Henry Holcomb was sworn and kept on the 
stand the balance of the forenoon. He recited 
his alleged detective work, and his statements 
were about as given in Tue Tarecne bereto- 
fore. He said he assisted in recovering the pa- 
pers near Wilson's Crossing, in the woods, forty 
or fifty rods from the crossing. He 
detailed how he was stopped by three 
masked men at 11 o'clock at night, 
and offered the papers. Allen told him where 
to find the papers April 11. The giass jar was 
opened in court, and the papers numbered and 
placed in evidence with those obtained in 
Canada by Sheriff Winney. The papers are of 
no value to any one but the family. They 
were letters written by Byron and Dayton 
Crouch to Jacob. D. Crouch. Witness 
said after Allen told bim where the 
papers were he agreed to meet him, 
which is the reason he did not have him 
arrested; don’t know why the transaction was 
kept from \the proper @fficers or why 
the complaint was made without their knowl- 
edge or consent; had received money for car- 
rying on the work from Crouch and Gunn: 

never saw the papers before. 

Sherif!’ McKernan, of Mason, was recalled. 
He said Alien when he visited the jail asked 
him to step aside, as Harrington would talk 
then; heard every word they said. Allen never 
sew him again. Henry Holcomb told him he 
did not want Allen arrested, but watched. He 
said Allen had told him where the pavers were 
after he came out of the jail: never heard ot 
any One proposing to put the tools in Harring- 
ton’s bed. 

Andrew J. Bishop detailed seeing Allen at De- 
troit after his arrest. Allen first said Holeomb 
gave him the papers. Simmons said he was 
guilty, and Allen told him he lied. The prison- 
er would hot say how he got the papers, but 
said be didn't get them from Holcomb. Wit- 
ness thougbt Allen did not know then that 
* Jones’ was Hoicomb. 

C. G. Huntington, Deputy Sheriff, from Ma- 
son, swore Holcomb told him that Harrington 
had told Allen where the papers were when 
they visited the jail, and witness told bim 
that could no¢ be, because Allen did not go in- 
side the jail. Holcomb explained where Allen 
told him the papers were, and his description 
was very minute, but witness didn’t think he 
could find the papers from it. 

Dennis Simmons, of Chicago, was sworn. 
The witness was very careful in making bis re- 
plies to questions. He still thought Scotty” 
could place his hands on valuable papers; 
didn’t think Allen called him a liar in the in- 
tefview at Detroit. He made a remark which 
Allen misunderstood. Holcomb bad told him 
Allen had been talking about the papers. It 
was known a week before that the arrest ‘was 
going to be made. Allen told witness Holcomb 
did not know anything about the papers. The 
expenses of witness were paid by Mr. Frazer, 
and his time by the City of Chicago: had Hol 
comb brought in to Allen at Detroit, when the 
latter stated be had overreached himself, that 
there was the man.

H. O. Knistron, of Lansing, said he saw Allen 
at that place with a roll of bills. 
Sheriff Winney related a conversation he had 
with Allen in tbe jail in reference to 
papers in his possession. He suid he 
willing to disclose everything he 
said he had papers in his home 
at Hamilton and gave witness an order for 
them. and witness went and got them. Sim- 
mons apd Gunn had never given him any in- 
formation nor been in his office. Deputy 
Squires, at Mason, told witness that Reeves and 
Scbhimrrell had been to him to allow some party 
to smuggie burgiars’ tools and a saw into Har- 
rington’s cell. 8 

James White, father of the murdered Henry 
White, swore that the morning after the mur 
ders he saw Dan Holcomb examine some papers 
in the bureau-drawer; saw Capt. Crouch ex-

PROHIBITION 


Without Compensation—Iowa Legis- 
lation Going Beyond Constitutional 
Authority. 

New York Post: Now that the Iowa Legisla- 
ture has passed a law prohibiting the manu- 


| facture and sale of intoxicating liquors, includ- | 
ing ale, wine, and beer, and prescribed severe 
_ penalties for violation of the act, some inter- 
est lug questions are raised. One of them is this: 
How far bas a State, in the exercise of its au- 


thority to make police regulations, the legal 
right to interfere with property interests 
vested under a preéxisting and different law? 
Can it, for instance (as has been attempted in 


Iowa), after having encouraged the investment 
of capital in the manufacture of wine and beer, 
turn short round and, without making compen- 
sation to those whose property is either wholly 
destroyed or greatly depreciated in value by 
the change, declare such manufacture (with 
the attendant sale of the manufactured prod- 
uct) to be illegal? 

The Constitution of the State of Iowa pro- 
vides: ; 

1 (Sec. 9, Bijl of Rights). No person shall be 
deprived of life, liberty, or property without 
due process of law.“ A, 

2 (Sec. 18, Bill of Rights). Private property 
shal! not be taken for public use without just 
compensation first being made, or secured to 
be made, to the owner thereot.”’ 

8 (Sec. 21, Bill of Rights). ‘**No bill of at- 
tainder, or ex post facto law, or law impairing 
the obligations of contracts, shall ever be 
passed. 

The last two of the foregoing provisions pro- 
tect vested interests in two ways—first, by for- 


bidding the unjust conversion of private prop- | 


erty to publie use, and, second, by forbidding 
absolutely and at all events the infraction of 
any obligations created by contract. But they 
do not reach the case which has arisen in Iowa. 
They do not forbid the State passing, if it 
choose, a law prohibiting the manufacture 
aud sale of liquors, the practical effect 
ot which is to confiscate a vast amount of pri- 
vate property. For such a law does not seek 
to convert the property thus taken to public 
uses, nor does it impair the obligations of any 
contract under which such property has been 
held. The first constitutional provision quoted 
goes further than the last two. It might be 
supposed to reach the case which bas arisen in 
Iowu. This, however, has been denied by the 
Iowa Supreme Court in Santo et al. vs. Iowa 
(Vol. ii., Iowa Reps., p. 164). 

But vested interests are also protected by the 
Constitution of the United States. That in- 
strument provides: 

1 (Sec. 10. Art. 1). No State shall pass any 
bill of attainder, ex post facto law, or law im- 
pairing the obligations of contracts.“ 

2 (Fifth Amendment). No persou shall be 
deprived of life, liberty, or property without 
due process of law; nor shall private property 
be taken for public use without just compen- 
sation. a 5 

3 (See. 1, Fourteenth Amendment). No 
State shall deprive any person of life, liberty, 
or property without due process of law. 

This last provision of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, it will be observed, is identical with that 
provision of the lowa State Constitution which 
the Supreme Court of Iowa bas held not to 
forvid the passage by that State of a, prohib- 
jtory liquor law affecting. vested property in- 
terests. Let us take the sense of several of 
the present members of the Supreme Court of 
the United States on the effect of such a gon- 
stitutional provision, Says Justice Miller, in 
Bartemeyer vs. Iowa, 18 Wall., 129 (a case not 
decided on the point discussed in the following 
dicta, however): The weicht of authority is 
overwhelming that no such immunity bas 
heretofore existed as a ne — oe 3

Theright of prop- 
erty in the article involves the power to sell

TIT FOR TAT. 
LANDLORD DRAK® WANTS THE CITY TO ABAT 
° ITS SMOKE NUISANCH. 

Several weeks ago City Smoke-Inspector 
Merki brought suit against John B. Drake, 
landiord of the Grand Pacific Hotel, charging 
him with being guilty of causing a smoke nul 
sance, alleging that the chimneys of his hotel 
emitted great black volumes of smoke which, 
when the wind was from the south, drifted into 
the “rookery,’’ to the disdomfort of the 
official classes in that officeholders’ 
headquarters. The city obtained judg- 
ment against him for about 850, the 


Inspector threatening to renew the ‘suit until 


Drake abated the nuisance. Drake had pre- 
viously tried a number of smoke-burners with 
more orless mon-success, and was driven to 
his wits’ end what to do to relieve himself from 
this progecution; and he was also anxious on 
his own account to gbolish the smoke, as it 
got into his rooms a&d damaged bis furni- 
ture. In the meanwhile Orvis, the smoke- 
consumer inveftor, had been) experimenting 
on an improvement on his various smoke-burn- 
ing schemes, and happened to hit on the happy 
idea of uniting highly-heated air with a steam 
jet and introducing the steam jet and the 
hot air together over the coal fire in the 
furnace of the steam boilers. This hot 
air is taken by pipes out of the 
smoke- stack. where the products of 
combustion leave the boiler. Ordinarily the air, 
gi.ses, and smoke and the other stuff going up 
the chimney af that point are at a temperature 
of from 600° to S0. Orvis found by experi- 
ment that be ebuld draw three or more cur- 
reuts of this hot air and gases through a two- 
inch pipe by means of the suction or exhaus- 
tion produced by his steam jet and min- 
gie the two streams, the gases, the hot 
air and the steam jet, together 
and throw them over the blazing coals. When 
he did it the effect was magical. His new de- 


vice is far superior to any of the other burners 


that have been introduced in the market. It 
is very simple, very elfective, and there is no 
trouble whatever in using or bandling it.

This is a 
clear ease of tit for tat—a case where the biter 
gets bitten, and where Drake is now in a posi- 
tion to say th the Smoke Inspector that he 
would better clean his own skirts before he 
brings any more of bis annoying suits against 
people for creating a smoke nuisance. 


NEWSGIRLS. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE GENTLE RIVALS OF 
THE NEWSBOYS. 


There are on the streets of Chicago eight or 
ten young giris who earn a very good living by 
selling the daily papers. Each one of these has 
a certain stand which she takes every day, in 
storm and in sunshine, in the heat of summer 
and the cutting blasts of winter. They usually 
travel in pairs, probably for self-protection, 
and the two who are most familiar to travelers 
on the streéts may be seen any noon in Gam- 
biers’ alley,” and later in the day in 
front of a Dearborn street restaurant. 
They have the cry of the boys, and seldom 
fail to discover in their papers that which 
warrants the proclamation of a full account 
of the murder,“ with an occasional concession 
in favor of a “steamboat explosſon or a 
„ bank robbery.““ They are seldom molested 
now by their rivals of the opposit sex, but it is 
only through their own persistency and ag- 


| gressive attitude that the persecution they | 
were compelled to undergo when they first 


made their Appearance on ube streets has passed 
away. 

A day or two ago these two girls called at 
THE TRIBUNE office at the request of a repre- 
sentative of the pauper, who desired to question 
them as to their “ business experiences.” El- 
gar Jacobson, the eldest of the two, is a Dane. 
She has a Straightforward, business-like way of 
talking which would do credit to any girl. Her 
partner is named Nellie O'Meara, and it is 
hardly neoessary to state ber nationality. The 
girls are neatly dressed and are evidently 
shrewd and sharp. They were very loth to talk 
ot themselves at first, for they did not care to 
be ** disgraced,”’ as one of them put it. The re- 
porter protested that his intentions were moat 
honorable, and the eldest of the two finally con- 
sented to talk. 

She said they came downtown every day ex- 
cepting Sunday about noon and sold papers 
around the Board of Trade uatill p.m. They 
passed their time then as best they could until 
3 o'clock, when they got the first afternoon 
edition of the papers. These papers and the 
5-o’clock editions they sold on Dearborn street, 
at their régular stand. Their people required 
them to be at home by s o'clock every evening. 

In answer to a question as to what their 
profits amounted to, the girl said she made 
about 25 cents on the noon edition of the 
papers, about the same on the 
Nocloex edition, and 60 cents on 
the 5 o’clock editions. Sometimes, of course, 
they were unabie to sell allof their papers, and 
in such an «vent they lost money or had their 
profits for the day cut into. Then they occa- 
sionally purchased finery, so indispensable to 
giris, with their profits, but on an average 
they cleared about 75 centsaday. When they 
had an unusually large day they indulged in 
an extravagant spread ata restaurant. Once 
in awhile they were beaten out of their pay by 
men who had no change and would pay 
them later.“ This class of credit was mostly in 
Peck’s Suns, but they always dunned a bad 
creditor fo public if they ever ran across bim a 
pecond time. Then the men were usually 
shamed into paying up. 

The girl said ber brother used to sell papers. 
and made her accompany him to fight hia Uat- 
tles. He came running up to her one day in 
the Post-Office.and told that girls were 
selling papers, and that she must turn in and

They used 
to pay a policeman fora place in the line to 
make their own purchase, but at some of the 
newspaper-offices they would not sell papers to 
the girls, so they had to pay boys to get their 


not trouble them much, and if they did they 
complained to a policeman, who drove the fel- 
lows away. The policeman was their protec- 
tion from the larger newsboys, too. No, the 
girls did not want a license for peddling parers, 
They had heard some of the larger boys say 
they wanted a $5 license to keep the small boss 
off the streets, but they thought this was mean. 
The boys bad circulated the story that her 
partner“ and herself could thrash four boys 
at a time, but this was not so, as they did not 
cent at all. They attended to their own busi- 
ness and interfered with no One who let them 
alone. 

There were ten newsgirls in the down-town 
district now, the girl said, among them a little 
colored girl not 10 years of age. Lizzie and 
Carrie Gamill sold papers at the Palmer House; 
Eva Rosenberg was on Adams Stregt; and 
“Toney ’’ Paulis stood at TRR TriBuNE corner. 
There were others, but she could not call their 
names. All of them were under 18 years of 
age, and tho number was increasing all the 
time. She did not like the business and in- 
tended to give it up. 

The newsboys do uot think any too well af 
these newsgirls, as they take away a good deal 
of their trade, At the outset they made a 
strong fight against them, but the plucky 
girls held their own, and but for an occasional 
squabble over a customer they are left severe- 
ly alone. The life is not one that tends to 
idealize a girl, but in spite of its many tempta- 
tions the smal! contingent who follow it are 
doing very well.

ADDITIONAL APPROPRIATIONS. 
THE FINANCE COMMITTEE THINK BILL NO. 2 
Is UNNECESSARY, j 

At a meeting of the Council Committee on 
Finance yesterday afternoon the question of 
allowing the Council to appropriate additional 
sums of money under what is known as Appro- 
priation Bill No. 2 was taken up for considera- 
tion.

Corn-Planting Soon to Commence— 

The General Prospect Good. 

SHELBYVILLE, III., May 2.—/[Special.}—The 
wheat crop continues to improve, at least that 
part of it that is not past improvement, and 
there is considerable of that on the prairies. 
As a rule wheat on timber land, or near 
enough to timber to have received protection, 
is first-rate, but on the prairies much of it is 
reported winter-killed, and most of it will be 
plowed up for spring crops.

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disfiguring effect of these depilatories is due 
much of the paint and powder that we see upon 
the faces of young women nowadays; and the 
worst feature, 1s wiat after they have destroyed 
their complexions they find that thuse depila- 
torfes have only burned off the surface hair, 
leaving the roots to sprout out afresh. Elec- 
trolysis, on the other hand, although very little 
more painful than the application of tweezers, 
is invariably successful in the permauent re- 
moval of hair, and leaves no perceptible blem- 
ish upon the skin. At the outsido not more 
than 10 per cent of the roots retain life after a 
first operation if properly conducted, anda 
second application destroys these stragglers 
without fail. 

Women of nervous temperament are prob- 
ably a trifle more subject to hirsuties than 
those of a quieter disposition, but this is not 
sufficiently marked for any rule to be laid down 
in this matter, either as to complexion, mental 
characteristics, or habits. To many women, to 
most, indeed, a palpable evidence of beard 
upon their faces is so annoying that ft is very 
apt to affect their spirits, and finally their gen- 
eral health. This fact I have repeatediy 
noticed in the good effect produced upon 
the mental and physical condition of 
my patients by the ergdication of the 
obnoxious hair. In some cases they merely de- 
sire to gratify a fancy, as happened last week, 
for instance, when a lady who had a small movie 
upon her cheek, which she evidently regarded 
as a beauty spot, requested me to remove four 
of seven hairs that were growing from it, but 
not to touch the other three. I suggested that 
Iecouid have the mole itself removed if she 
wished; but this idea. seemed to horrify her 
so that she actually looked as if she would 
faint. As a_ rule, however, my bearded la- 
dies are anxious to make a clean sweep of it, 
and submit to the necessary pain of the pro- 
longed operation without so much as a Wbim- 
per. lu one case I destroyed as many 
as 300 hairs at a sitting (it was a matrimonial 
urgency case), but I rarely care to go beyon@ 
fifty, as the operation is a severe strain upon 
the eyes. There are a gooil’ many ladies who 
shave regularly; quite a number of them em- 
ploying barbers, who call upon them at their 
houses. I had one patient, quite a pretty girl, 
and no more than 20 years of age, whose beard 
was stronger than a man’s, and who was 
obliged to shave three times a week. I eradi- 
cated more than 3,000 hair-roots from her face 
and neck, and today she has not a trace of 
beard. 

The process of removing these incipient 
beards is very simple. I place my patient in a 
chair with her back to the wall. On the wall 
behind I have two isolated wires, and to the 
end of one of these [ affix an instrument,which 
I need not describe, anda bit of sponge; to 
the other end I fasten ina gold needle as fine 
as a thread of baby’s hair. Then I place the 
sponge instrument in my patient’s left hand, 
take the needle instrument in my right hand, 
and a large magnifying glass in my left. The 
head of my patient I press gently baok until it 
rests firmly in the chair; the chin has to be 
held as high as possible. I introduce 
the needle into the follicle by the 
side of the hair; and as every 
hair grows at a different angle under 
the skin 1 feel about gently until I get the 
proper direction, and then push it inward till it 
reaches the base of the follicle, at which point 
the root of the hair ends. If this is at all skill- 
fully doge the needie will not prick the skin 
nor give the patient the least pain, although 
the point penetrates the follicle for more than 
a quarter of an inch. The patient now places 
ber right band upon the sponge, completing the 
circuit, and a current of electricity passes 
through the point of the needle, and so burns 
up the root of the hair. The patient removes 
her hand from the sponge and I draw out the 
needie. When I draw out the hair with the 
tweezers the patient does not feel it, for the 


root has lost its bold and is nothing but an 


empty sack. When, through overhaste. 
the electrolytic action is checked before its 
work is completed, a dwarfed hair may 
spring up in the place of its more vigorous pre- 
decessor, but where care has been taken the 
tollſole will never give birth to another hair. 
The needle carries the negative current, while 
the positive is lo¢ated in the sponge, and the 
only absolutely necessary points required to 


Y insure the success of cach puncture are that 


the needle should be pushed to the very bot- 
tom of the follicle and then be moved gently 
around to enforce contact with every portion 
of the root, while a steady, uninterrupted cur- 
rent of electricity is kept up. So long as the 
patient keeps her hand on the sponge she feels 
a sharp but not very painful burning sensation 
where the needio rests, but if 1 were to with- 
draw the latter while her hand was still on the 
sponge, by breaking the current at a negative 
pole, she would receive an unpleasant shock.

Human Hair by the Ton- Some That 
Is Worth Ite Weight in Gold. 

„Human hal: goods are worn more now than 
they ever were.“ said a Boston dealer who does 
a large business in such articles. ** All classes 
of ladies wear them—young, middle-aged, and 
old—some for use; but more for ornament. 
Men wear wigs only when they cannot help 
it. Women wear false hair to add to 
their charms. Short hair is in demand 
now, in the torm of Lisbon and sea foam 
Waves and frizzes, and the favorit color is 
chestnut- brown. The golden shade, so much 
in fashion afew years ago, has fallen 50 per 
cent in price. There is a great deal of compe- 
tition, and all kinds of bair goods are cheaper 
than they used to be. Switebes, especiaily, 
can be had at a low price. Ladies paid former- 
ly $15 to $20 for a good one, but they can get 
an extra nice style at from $5 to $10 today.“ 

“Where does the supply of artificial _ hair 
come from?“ 

** Nearly all from France and Germany, with 
a little from other parts of the Continent and 
Engiand. The largest quantity and best qual- 
ity is from France. It is not the hair of dead 
persons, as many imagine, but comes from the 
heads of living peasant girls. It is gathered by 
peddiers, who buy it for a trifie—a silk hand- 
kerchief, or some other trifle which pleases the 
fancy. It is taken to Paris and sold to manu- 
facturers, who assort it in lengths and shades 
tur export to America and other countries. 
Here are some boxes with hair which 
has not yet seen light in this country. 
I will open one. There, gou eee the 
form in which it comes. Little rolls, which 
I put out so, and you see what will. 
be a part of a Lisbon wave. That is the best 
quality of hair. There is also an iuferior kind, 
not much used, which is gathered from ash- 
Darrels and dust heaps of Paris and Italy. and 
assorted into lengths and shades. It is the 
cheapest kind of hair. Dealers pay from $6 to 
312 a dozen for the switches, and sell them 
at $1 and $2 each. We see some raw bair 
in this country, but very little. It comes near- 
ly all from the nunneries. I do not think there 
would be fifty pounds of it in the half a ton of 
hair which I buy in a year. There are sore 
inferior grades made by New York jobbers, 
but all the good hair comes from abroad. There 
are in France regular * bair-raisers’—that is, 
giris who have their hair cut for sale every 
four years.’’ 

“What is the most expensive kind of hair?“ 

Natural silver white, like this, is worth 818 
or $20 an ounce; so you see it is worth more 
than its wejght in gold. Bleached white hair ig 
worth only $3 an ounce. Natural hair of ordi- 
nary shades is worth from $5 to $20 a pound, 
except the hair collected by rag-pickers, which 
brings only from $1 to $3. The value Of differ- 
ent colors of hair depends on the fashion. 
Yellow hair not golden is almost useless to 
us. 

I suppose there have been great improve- 
ments made in your art of late years? ”’
